The long expected merger of/ the

form. It was announced yesterday that 
@ meeting would be- held. here next 
‘week to begin the work of framing a 
petition to the Interstate Commerce 
Commi. for authority to merge the 
two if the unification is car- 
ried out planned it will form the 
largest railroad system in North Amer- 
ica in point of mileage. 

First repotts of the move were that 
the unification would include the Chi- 
Cago, Burlington & Quincy and the 
Golorado & Southern Railroads. How- 
ever, Howard Elliott, Chairman of 
the Board of Directors of the Northern 
-Pacific, said last night that these 
Toads had not been considered in the 
Plan “as yet.’’ It was pointed out 
that the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern held control of these roads, 
and it was believed possible that they 
Might be included in the merger be- 
fore the plans were completed.

, Patronage Move Suspected, 


Among these are the Governor’s pro- 
posal for changes in the structure of 
the Department of Public Service, his 
recommendation that the State Archi- 
tect’s Department, now a bureau in 
the Public Works Department, be made 
an independent State department by 
amendment to the Constitution, and his 
demand that the power to designate 
depositories of State funds be shifted 
from the State Controller to the newly 
created Department of Taxation and 
Finance, headed by an official owing 
his appointment to the Governor. 

The Controller continue: to be an 
elective official whose .office the Re- 
fpublicans have reasonable hope of 
capturing in future elections, even 
should they fall short of electing their 
candidate for Governor. To this fact is 
ascribed by the Governor’s friends 
the reluctance of the Republicans to 
shift control of desirable patronage 
from the Controller’s department. 

Governor Smith has named only two 
members of th Reorganization .Com- 
mission, Robert»Moses and Addison B. 

When either  r 
both of these members attend a meet- 
ing of the commission, according to 
reports which have reached the Gov- 
ernor’s ears, it is the signal for de- 
ferring action on measures that have 
given rise to controversy. 


Republicans Hope for Dissension. 


Tonight it was reported that the 
commission had virtually decided not 
to heed the Governor’s recommenda- 
tion for the creation of a Department 
of Architecture and his recommenda- 
tions regarding transit and the control 
of State funds.

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla., Jan. 13.— 
Startling disclosures of wholesale graft 
paid out in New York during the re- 
cent strike of furriers through an at- 
torney ‘‘whose duty it was to buy 
members of thePolice Department, the 
District Attorney’s staff, the Indus- 
trial Squad and éven all the officers in 
at least two station houses so that the 
authorities would be on the side of the 
strikers,’’ are contained in the report 
of the committee, headed by Vice 
President Matthew. Woll, which was 
appointed by the Executive Council of 
the American’ Federation of Labor to 
investigate the conduct of the strike. 

Witnesses before the committee, it 
is declared, said the police bribes ran 
about like this: Inspectors, $250 a 
week; captains, $150 to $100; lieuten- 
ants, $50; detectives, $15 to $10; patrol- 
men from $5 to $50. 

The report, which was made public 
by the council here today, is in sik 
sections with a preamble. The fifth 
section, devoted entirely to the rela- 
tion of the New York police to the 
strike, was withheld from publication. 
But another section of the report, deal- 
ing: with the strike and the, method. of 
handling it, says timt almost at the 
outset —* aging furriers — * a 


might get into trouble with the Police 
Department, but whose duties, it is 
charged, inéluded wholesale bribery as 
well. 

This lawyer, the report says, received 
@ total of $51,156.50 for the purpose. 

“The admissions of those men in 
charge of this part of the strike,” it 
says, “‘were indeed shocking to say 
the least. The testimony shows that 
the authorities above referred to from 


time to time kept ihcreasing their 
prices. ; 
Slugging in “Inquisition Room.” 

“At this time there was a very 
audible demand by the strikers for 
strike benefits, but they were put off. 
In the meantime manv acts of violence 
were taking place, not only upon the 
streets, but particularly in: the halls 
where the strikers gathered. It was 
charged that workers not in sympathy 
with the Left Wing (the Communist 
group behind the strike) were sum- 
moned into these halls. 

“In one hall in particular they had 
an inquisition room known as ‘Room 
Cc.’ Your committee has sworn affi- 
davits of personal testimony of fifty- 
eight strikers who came before your 
committee and accused the picketing 
committee of beating them up. The 
testimony shows that these sluggers 
were largely Greeks and were equipped 
with metal knuckles covered with 
black gloves. 

“In Room C many strikers received 
severe beatings, some until they be- 
came unconscious. Testimony also has 
been presented showing that the rep- 
resentatives of the picketing commit- 
tee entered the homes of many men. 
destroyed furniture, and in at least one 
case insultea and perhaps assaulted 
the wife of one of the strikers. 


Beatings Pefended by Leadets. 


“Manager Gold and others on the 
Strike Committee denied these charges 
and they contended that those who 
were beaten up were strike-breakers 
or were disturbers of meetings and 
gangsters who were trying to disrupt 
the morale of the strikers. 4 

Aeneher, in charge of pickets, ad- 
mitted that some men were beaten, 
but said they were trying to break up 
the ‘strike. Fannie Warshawsky ad- 
mitted that people were beaten up i 
her hall, but said that she hersel 
never struck anybody inside the hall.

IBRONX POLICE TRAP 


ARMED GANG AT BANK 


Five With Shotguns Foiled in 
Payroll Hold-Up by Swift 
Attack Without a Shot. 


THREE SEIZED, TWO ESCAPE 


One Admits Part in the Fatal 
Reid Robbery—McLaughlin 
Quickly Promotes Captors. 


Quick work by the police of the West- 
chester Avenue Station in the Bronx 
yesterday morning saved Westchester 
Village, on the eastern outskirts of the 
Bronx, from an old-fashioned frontier 
hold-up. The police, after politely in- 
troducing themselves, captured three 
of five bandits who had planned their 
get-away in a fast automobile ang won 
immediate praise and promotion from 
Commissioner McLaughlin. , 

One of the three arrested, without a 
shot being fired either by the-police or 
the bandits, has confessed, according 
to the police, that he wag. implica’ 4 
in two other hold-ups. - The first was 
the hold-up of Reid Ice Cream 

the Inuit. yea, wher 
an employe, Cec! Lindermann, ‘was 
shot and killed by the robbers. ~ The 
other robbery was that of the Rubin 
Restaurant in West Wighty-second 
Street; Manhattan, last year, when 
$8,000 was stolen. , 

The five men, who were about to 
shoot up Westchester Village when the 
police intervened, were armed with 
sawed-off shotguns and pistols. The 
police say they had designs upon a 
payroll about to go from the West- 
chester branch of the Bronx National 
Bank, 32 Westchester Square. Ba: k 
officials stoutly denied they had tipped 
off the police-to the presence of the 
suspicious looking men. 

The Bronx National Bank occupies a 
building in a row of one-story struc- 
tures that fringe the square, which is 


not unlike those of the frontier towns, 
with little but the horizon beyond. 


“Fast Automobile Ready. 


The automobile was parked on the 
opposite side of the square from the 
bank and was headed west toward 
East Tremont Avenue. One man was 
at the wheel and another sat near him. 
Two were on the same side of the 
square as the bank and near the bank 
building. The fifth was across the 
square not far from the car. 

Mounted Patrolman Peter Miachini 
of the Westchester Station became 
suspicious after he learned that the 
tMmen had been loitering around the 
bank from 8 o’clock in the morning 
until nearly 10. By a circuitous route 
he slipped around to the Westchester 
Avenue Station, a block west, and noti- 
fied the police of the presence of the 
suspects. . 

Acting Lieutenant Thomas Lenihan, 
with Detectives Timothy Connelly, Jo- 
seph McDonald and Frank McCarthy, 
police chauffeur, hurried to West- 
chester Square in a police automobile. 
Connelly recuperating from an ill- 
ness which confined him to Fordham 
Hospital for fifty days and is only on 
day duty.

“We're detectives,’ said Lenihan, 
showing his shield. ‘‘Where do you 
fellows live?

Bolling slipped off his gloves, — 
toned his coat and put his hand insi 
his coat as ii«to produce crodentiala. 
In a flash he drew a .38-calibre pistol, 
thrust the mugzie of the weapon into 
Lenihan’s abdomen and pulled the trig- 
ger. The pistol missed fire, and before 
Bolling could make another attempt to 
fire Lenihan slipped his finger between 
the rear of the trigger and the trigger 
guard so there was no room to pull the 
trigger back and fire the weapon. 
Lenihan overpowered Bolling.

Reviews Nicaraguan Situation. 
The history of the Nicaraguan situ- 
ation was reviewed by Mr. Borah with 
the statement that he thought’ it not 


only “disclosed ‘the’ policy’ which we 
are, seeking to establish, but throws a 
vast amount of light upon what seems 
to me the extraordinary action of the 
present’ time.’ e began with 1909, 
stating that Zelaya had been the head 
of the Nicaraguan Government pre- 
viously. 

As to criticism ‘airected at Zelaya, 
Mr. Borah said “‘whether "he was a 
despot or a tyrant,”’ the fact had noth- 
ing to do, or should’hot have had, with 
the policy of the United States, be- 
cause the people of Nicaragua had just 
as much right. as any pther Central 
American Government ‘‘to have that 
form. of. government as to have a re- 
public, and we have no more right to 
interfere with them’ in regard to that 
condition of affairs than to interfere 
with any great power which might 
choose to change its form of govern- 
ment. , 

“Tf we can fealize that in déaling 
with . these powerless and _ helpless 
countsies we are in duty and con- 
science. bound to practice the same 
precepts and fdllow the same princi- 
ples. as we do when we deal with 
powerful nations, we will have no 
trouble in -finding our ‘light éntirely 
ppg | the pathway of duty in this mat- 
er ” 

Senator Borah’ said that on Oct. 7, 
1809, Thomas C. Moffitt, American 
Consul at Bluefields, informed the 
State Department a revolution would 
start néxt day, ‘when Bstrada would 
declare himself President and ask rec- 
ognition of the United States, and Gén- 
eral’ Chamorro would head the army. 

“T trust those who aré interested in

On Oct. 11 Moffitt wired of the 
success of the tevolution. 

“From the record,” continued the 
Senator, “it is as clear’as the noon- 
day sun that Mr, Moffitt was entirely 
familigr with and a part of the revolu- 
tion: of 1909.’ Only *‘those who were 
behind the scenes’ could have known 
in advance of any overt act. 
Americans—Cannon. and Gross—were 
executed Nov. 17 by Zelaya’s forces, 
Senator Borah’.said, and on Oct. 
1909; the Secretary of State declared 
in favor.of the revolutionists in a note 

breaking off negotiations with Zelaya's 
Government. 

“This Government;’’ said Mr. Borah 
later, referring to the United States, 
‘not only through Mr. Moffitt ‘but 
through the highest officers speaking 
to foreign powers specifically in their 
telegrams, endorsed the revolution and 
excited the revolutionists to overthrow, 
their Government.”

Root “Troubled” Over the Question. 


Senator Borah read from a speech of 
Senator Root in 1915 to show how the 
latter had declared himself “troubled” 
about the: question. 

Senator Borah 'then exclaimed :! 

“Mr, President, we. made the loan 
treaty and we miade the canal treaty 
with ourselves. Diaz would not have 
remained in Managua over night—he 
owed his political life, if not his phys- 
ical life, to the presence of the force 
supplied by the United States; and 
while that force was there we made a 
loan which he approved and we made 
a canal treaty. I say, Mr. President, 
that that transaction is as pronounced 
and unconscionable an act of imperial- 
ism as ever disgraced any nation with 
‘whom we have in the past been willing 
to exchange criticism. 

“Until we take the judgment of the 

Nicaraguan people and get their judg- 
Ment. upon what has happened, and 
their approval, we will never be able 
to come out of Nicaragua with. our 
marine forces. We encamped upon 
the White House grounds of Nicara- 
gua for thirteen years. We will camp 
there for a hundred years unless we 
go back and secure the judgment. of 
the Nicaraguan people upon these 
transactions.”’ 

Mr. Borah said he voted in executive 


oe against the treaty by which 


@ loan was made, but was not at 
liberty to disclose how others votéd. 
He recalled the loan treaty itself was 
defeated, after which it was incor- 
porated into “a private agreement” 
which, he said, ‘‘was endorsed and 
carried out through the auspices ang 
direction of. the Government of the 
United States.’ 

‘The canal treaty followed. It was 
defeated at first, but finally ratified, 
following which Costa Rica and Hon- 
duras took the matter before the Cen- 
tral American Court, claiming it con- 
travened their right. That Court, the 
Senator said, ‘decided against the 
validity of the treaty. 

We ignored the decision, and the 
Central American Court ‘‘tumbled into 
oblivion.”” Mr. Borah continued: 

“My views upon this matter are of 
long standing, not in opposition to this 
President or that President, or this 
Administration or that. Mine is a 
humble effort to maintain’ a certain 
policy of ‘respect and decency, and 
justice and conscience, toward those 
helpless, powerless Central American 
countries. 

“I do not hesitate’ to say here upon 
the floor of the Senate today that if 
a contract with the same provisions, 
and tested by the same principles, 
were brought into a court of con- 
science it would not be upheld, and 
for the very reasons stated by the dis- 
—— international lawyer Mr. 

Root. 


-How the Present Situation Arose. 


Turning to the present situation, Mr. 
Borah told of the popular election in 
Nicaragua in October, 1925, ‘‘held,’’ he 
said, ‘under a law which was drawn 
by American experts.”’ 

That election was under the super- 
vision, he said, of ‘‘a Mr. Dodd, an 
American gentlemen,’’ who pronounced 
it ‘‘a fair and full election.’’ It re- 
sulted in the choice of Solorzano as 
President and. Sacasa as Vice Presi- 
dent, their votes’ being 48,400, while 
Chamorro, ‘‘again upon ane scene,’* got 
28,700, and a third party 7,800. 

With this the people of Nicaragua 
were described as being hopeful of an 
era of peacé, Mr. Borah said, and 
promise was made of that. 

“Everybody seemed to agree to that, 
as leaders, except. our friend Chamorro 
and Mr. Diaz,’’ he continued, telling 
how, later in October they organized 
a revolution. He added that ‘Diaz 
was just as much a part of‘that coup 
d@’état as Mr. Chamorro.” 

Mr. Borah said that the wew Govern- 
ment was recognized by the United 
States and Central American coun- 
tries; that the two leaders of the new 
revolution got control with Chamorro 
as military dictator; that ‘during all 
that time Diaz was a. part..of that 
movement’; that. they tried to compel 
Sacasa to resign, but he escaped to 
the United States and on his way. back 
stopped at Mexico City. - 

Meanwhile this country refused to 
recognize Chamorro, but, Senator 
Bo said, he broke down the Su- 
preme Court of Nicaragua, drove out 
the Liberals and had himself elected 
President. The same forces afterward 
chose Diaz as President. 

Senator Bingham ed in an ar- 
gument with Senator Borah over the 
meaning of the word ‘‘defalta’’.in the 
Nicaraguan Constitution, = the clause 
that provides that in case of absolute 
or temporary default of the President 
the Vice President (in this case Sa- 
casa) should serve.

“It has beer said, and properly said, 
that we are in and what should we do 
about .it?. I have already expressed 
myself, in regard to the roocgattion of 
Sacasa, that if it be thought unwise 
to do that, or if other'personal reasons 
‘interposed: which would make it diffi- 
cult to do that, then it does seem to 
me that we are under the highest 
obligation to call upon Diaz and those 
who are there by virtue of our. recog- 
nition to give the people of Nicaragua 
an opportunity of popular choice to 
select their ruler. 

“It seems to me it is up to us a 
Government not to keep Mr. Diaz there 
until 1929, and evidently in opposition 
to the wishes of the vast majority of 
the people and as against the two men 
whom they deliberately selected, but 
to again call for an election and con- 
duct it as we did practically in 1925 
and give the people of Nicaragua an 
opportunity to pass on the question of 
who shall be their ruler. Never in the 
world can we have peace in Central 
America if we force upon the people 
of Nicaragua or the people of other 
South American countries those who 
are not supported by the popular rule. 

“If rulers could only understand it, 
once the people ‘of a nation are im- 
bued with a national and independent 
spirit, once they have been imbued 
with a spirit of freedom and of free 
power, you cannot shoot it out of them, 
you cannot crush it out of them. It 
may be submerged today by force but 
in years to come it will return. And 
we of a people in the world ought not 
to undertake to impose upon the people 
of another nation a Government which 
they do not want, 

“I would also add to that, that while 
we seem to think that the Mexican 
shadow envelops the situation, I would 
propose to the Mexican people that the 
controversy in reference to land there 
should be submitted to arbitration. 

“Inaugurate a campaign of peace; 
abolish the idea of force; try friendly 
relations; ‘seek to establish amity, 
seek to get in touch with the masses, 
with the people themselves,.and we 
can establish a policy in Central 
America which will protect our inter- 
ests and respect our rights and which 
will do that. which we are entitled to 
do—receive special consideration from 
these people,’’ 


Lenroet Replies to Borah. 


Senator Lenroot, who followed, said 
that of course the Monroe Doctrine 
had nothing directly to do with this 
case but had “‘a very important in- 
direct application. 

“If we do not protect the lives and 
property rights of European countries 
in Nicaragua and other Central Ameri- 
can States,” he argued, ‘‘we must per- 
mit them to do so for themselves. We 
deny to European countries the right 
to enforce protection of private .and 
personal rights by force. The United 
States will not tolerate the landing of 
troops by European nations in Nica- 
ragua or elsewhere in an attempt to 
enforce their rights. Taking that posi- 
tion, it.is necessarily follows. that if 
we’ will not permit them to enforce 
their rights we must ourselves as- 
sume the duty of doing so.”’ 

Senator Lenroot said if it were 
granted that the United States owed 
such protection’ under the Monroe 
Doctrine to the nationals of Great 
Britain, Italy or Belgium,.she owed it 
to our own nationals. 

“Shall we sacrifice American lives," 
he asked, ‘‘to protect; Britons, Itelia... 
and Belgi:.ns, but not rrotect the lives 
and the property of the people of the 
United States?’’

MEKICO CITY, Jan. 13.—Aaron

Latin America, The statement says: 

“Mr. Kellogg makes a series of 
charges against Mexico which, exam- 
ined calmly, cannot be justly applied 
to Mexico. 

‘We do not wish to refer to resolu- 
tions of foreign organizations for 
whose acts, I am sure, no one can 
hold Mexico responsible, not only be-

most convenient. 

“4 “Tn conformity with this principle, 
Mexico extended to Soviet Russia the 
hand of a friend, with sincere sénti- 
ments of universal fraternity. 

“This being its unbreakable norm, 
the National Government in its rela- 
tions with friendly countries has been 
especially careful not to mix in their 
affairs, but at the same time has de- 
manded absolute respect for the inde- 
pendence and sovereignty of Mexico. 

“« “Within this criterion, the Gov- 
ernment of the republic will not toler- 
ate any abuse of good faith, seeking 
to make it an instrument for the 
realization of manoeuvres or combina- 
tions of international politics or for the 
propagation. of principles which ws: do 
not uphold. 

MThe *' -ecutive of the union con- 
siders it opportune to declare that the 
political and social reform which has 
been going on in Mexico is a cement- 
ing social measure of perfect harmony 
and equality of opportunity.

Rolland Scores Our —— 


Romain Rolland's letter read in part 
as follows:

It forms part of a long pre- 
meditated plan of Yankee imperial- 
ism by which the United States hope 
to. seize the entire American continent. 
And if ever the plan is realized, it 
will be the end of liberty for the rest 
of the world.

For the purpose of rendering the 
demonstration more effective the 
students had on the platform as one 
of the speakers a noted South Ameri- 
can jurist, Dr. Alberto Ulloa Soto- 
mayor, Professor of International Law 
atthe University of Lima, Peru, who 
discussed the history of the Monroe 
Doctrine and its applications. He 
pointed out the fallacy in calling it an 
‘‘American” doctrine. 


Monroe Doctrine Is Scored. 


“The Monroe Doctrine,” he said, 
‘was made by and for the United 
States and not for America. It has 
always been and ajways will bé an in- 
strument favoring the economic and 
——— interests of the United States 
only. 

“It is an equally serious mistake to 
be deceived by the true purpose and 
nature of the doctrine of Pan-Ameri- 
canism. Pan-Americanism is nothing 
more nor less than the extension of 
the economic and political sovereignty 
of the United States Over the whole 
of South America, and So:th American 
countries must be ever on their’ guard 
against the danger which Pan-Ameri- 
canism threatens to their economic 
and political independence.’

Our Stand Explained. 


Official American circles in Paris 


made some effort today to refute the 
impression conveyed by the Freench 
press and the newspapers of other 
European countries that the American 
Government never supported any but 
a Conservative Government in Nica- 
ragua. Washington,\ it is contended, 
has. frequently supported Liberal Ad- 
mini.trations in Central American re- 
publics.

VACA ADMITS BUYING 
STEAM TRAWLER FOAM 





Bat Denies All Knowledge of 


Arms Being Shipped to 
Nicaragaa on Her. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 13 (#).—Dr. 


T. S. Vaca,‘ who is the representative 
in this country of Dr. Sacasa, Liberal 
leader in Nicaragua, admitted tonight 
that ‘he had purchased the steam 
trawler Foam in July, but denied all 
knowledge of any shipments of rifles 
or ammunition on her. He likewise 
denied ever having. taken part in any 
transaction involving the purchase of 
arms or ammunition for use in Nica- 
ragua. 

“The Foam was purchased by me 
last July from its owners in Néw 
York,” said Dr. Vaca. “I bought the 
boat as an agent for several Nica- 
raguans living in Guatemala. Pre- 
sumably they were supporters of Dr. 
Sacasa. 

“TI did not, however, ever in my life 
také part in any transaction involv- 
ing the purchase of arms or ammuni- 
tion for shipment on the: boat. As 
far as I know, no rifles. were brought 
to Philadelphia from New York. for 
transshipment through Mexico to Nic- 
aragua. 

“After my purchase of the steam 
trawler I turned it over to agents of 
the Nicaraguans for whom had 
acted. What they did with the boat 
after that. I do not know. 

“The entire affair was investigated 
about two months ago by agents of the 
Department of Justice, to whom I told 
everything after the trangaction.. 

“I know nothing of the shipment of 
rifles, or of the personnel of the crew, 
or. of the report that Mexican soldiers 
boarded at Pueto’ I do know that a 
shipment of arms and ammunition was 
sent ‘to Nicaragua from New Orleans 
last May, but that was Some’ mohths 
before the embargo on such shipments 
was placed * the United States Gov- 
ernment.”’

Union Theological Professors and 
Students Petition the President. 


A memorial, protesting against the 
use of armed forces in Nicaragua and 
asking the President to use his best 
endeavors to have the Mexico-Nica- 
ragua situation disposed of by arbitra- 
tion, was prepared by students and 
professors of the Union Theological 
Seminary at 120th Street and Broad- 
way yesterday.

“At this time, when the thoughts of 
people*in all lands are eagerly turning 
to some method of settling the differ- 
ences between nations which shall be 
a substitute for war, it would be a 
calamity of.the first magnitude if this 
great and powerful country should re- 
sort to arms.’

EXAMINED 
Effect of Non-Habit-Forming Drugs 
on Humah System Is Aim of Tests 
Which Will-Go On Six Months. 


A study of. the effects of non-habit 
forming drugs on the human system 


| will ‘be begun within the next few 


days _at the New Yotk Homeopathic 
Medical College and Flower Hospital. 
A physically qualified group of stu- 
dents has volunteered to submit 


themselves: for experimentation, it was | 


announced yesterday. The tests wiil 
continue for six months and are ex- 
pected to result in a valuable increase 
of the knowledge of drug action, The 
students have been chosen from the 


)three lower-classes as the seniors will 


have graduated before the termination 
of the half-year period. 
The “Poison Squad,’’ as the group of 


. volunteers is known by their fellow 


students, represents a final selection 
by- the Faculty of candidates from the 
student body. Each student has re- 
ceived a rigorous physical examination 
and other tests. In addition, the clin- 
ical history of their families and fore- 
bears has been sought to determine 
fitnesa, to withstand the six-month 
ordeal. 

The group finally selected represents, 
it was said at the hospital yesterday, 
“the flower of the institution’s man- 
hood”? not only in physical perfection 
but in mental acumen. Class ratings 
played a secondary but important réle 
in the examination. Members of the 
“Poison Squad’’ are preparéd not only 
to suffer acute. discomfort, hardship 
and even physical pain but to undergo 
mental depression and to check up 
on the minutest results with Dr. Lirn 
J. Boyd of the Faculty, who is di- 
—_ in charge of the experimenta- 

on. 

After the members of the squad 
have been declared fit for experimen- 
tation and have signed waivers of 
indemnity, they are to be started upon 
some simple c‘ypstance, merely to ob- 
tain their psychological reaction. it 
was said at the hospital that it might 
be nothing more than milk or sugar 
at first and that gradually the sub- 
stitution of the specific drug it is de- 
sired to prove will be effected.. Every 
result will be recorded and checked 
up constantly and, up to a certain 
stage, the experimentation will con- 
tinue. When the danger point has 
been approached animals, such as 
cats, guinea pigs and rabbits, will be 
employed for the more deadly drugs. 

A special pharmacological apparatus 
to be used in the tests has been re- 
ceived here from the Ohio State Uni- 
versity at Columbus.

ROPER’S LETTER PRODUCED 


Detroit Banker Places It in Evidence 
as Showing Stock Valuation 
Was Final.

DETROIT, Mich., Jan. 13.—The hear- 
ing of the appeal of the former minor- 
ity stockholders in the Ford Motor 
Company .from an additiénal tax ‘as- 
sessment Of about $30,000,000 passed 
today from the documentary stage to 
the taking of oral testimony. Two -wit- 
nesses were called late this afternoon, 
one of them a Detroit banker and the 
other the man who fixed the Ford 


‘stock valuation which has” been made 


the basis of the present action. ‘ 
The second witness, Percy S. Talbot, 

formerly Chairman of the defunct 

Board of Appeal and Review, was on 


the stand when adjournment was 
taken. Under instructions from Daniel 
C. Roper, who was then Commissioner 
of the Bureau of Internal Revenue, 
Talbot visited Detroit in 1919 and val- 
ued the motor company stock. He 
reported that $9,489 was a fair price 
as of March 1, 1913. 

The valuation was necessary to sat- 
isfy the minority holders before they 
sold out to Henry and Edsel Ford, at 
a price varying from $12,500 to $13,444 
a share. They paid taxes on the dif- 
ference between the Roper valuation 
and the price that the Fords gave 
them. 

In March, 1925, Commissioner David 
H. Blair notified, the taxpayers that 
the correct price for the stock should 
have been about $6,000 less than the 
Roper estimate. The huge sum sought 
arises out of the difference between 
what the stockholders got and the new 
valuation, 


Earned $375,927,446 in 15 Years. 


Prior to the witnesses being sworn 
before the three members of the Fed- 
eral Board of Tax Appeals who are 
conducting the proceedings, John H. 
Sternhagen of Chicago, John J. Mar- 
quette of Washington and Ernest H. 
Van Fossan of Ohio, more stipulations 
between both sides were read into the 
record. Some of them revealed addi- 
tional facts on the growth of the motor 
company. For instance, net earnings 
from 1904 to 1919 were $375,927,446.23. 
Indicated. dividends from 1903 to 1919 
were $96,000,000. 

Signs that the action was settling 
down ‘to a real fight came through in- 
Creasing passages at arms between the 
attorneys. Alexander W. Gregg, who, 
at 27 years of age, has been entrusted 
by the Treasury Department with the 
largest tax — in history, was on 
his feet with objections most of the 
day and his four assistants were .lso 
hopping up and down. The great bat- 
tery of legal talent, comprising sixteén 
lawyers, gathered for the appellants,

men 

Once Joseph E. Davies, former Chair- 
man of the Federal Trade Commission, 
designated to act as chief spokesman

the board formed against him, Mayor 
Walker called the attention of his col- 
leagues at the board’s meeting to his 
possession of what amounts to a veto 
power in the award. of franchises, 

“One thing seems to have been for- 
gotten in this discussion?” the”Mayor 
said. “I want to call the board's at- 
tention to the provision of the charter, 
heretofore overlooked, that no fran- 
chise can be granted by the Board of 
Estimate without-the signed approval 
of the Mayor.”* ; 

In a talk later with newspaper re- 
porters, the Mayor reiterated his inten- 
tion to use this power, if it should be- 
come desirable or necessary from his 
viewpoint. 

“T will not sign any franchise that is 
not in the best interest of the city,”’ he 
said. 

_With the Mayor seemingly in fight- 
ing mood, and with the majority of the 
Borough Presidents, reinforced by Con- 
troller Berry, insisting upon the award 
of a separate bus franchise for each 
borough, there seemed yesterday no 
likelihood of the necessary number of 
the members of the Board of Estimate 
reaching an agreement on bus fran- 
chise awards by next week. Instead, 
it seemed likely that the whole bus 
matter would be thrown open at that 
time, and Mr. Delaney expressed 
lief that the board’s action tad invited 
not only further amendments to offers 


already in but to entirely new appli- 
cations. 


How the Board Stands. 


Mayor Walker’s motion next Thurs- 
day, which was to have heen made 
yesterday, will be to direct the Board 
of Transportation to prepare franchise 
contracts, presumably for the Equitable 
Coach Company for Manhattan, 
Brooklyn and Queens and with the 
Surface Transportation Corporation, a 
Third Avenue Railway subsidiary, for 
the Brohx. Only a majority vote, nine 
out of sixteen, is required to pass such 
a resolution, although twelve votes are 
required for the actual franchise 
award. Mayor Walker, it was said, can 
depend only upon Joseph V. McKee, 
President of the Board of Aldermen, 
with three votes, to stand with him. 

Borough Presidents Henry Bruckner 
of the Bronx and John A. Lynch of 
Richmond, with one vote each, are 
understood to be willing to support the 
Mayor, although they have agreed to 
stand with the other Borough Presi- 
dents for the present. Mr. Lynch, it 
was said, offered a motion to support 
the Mayor at the conference of Bor- 
ough Presidents,. but it was voted 
down. 

Those actively opposed to the Mayor’s 
bus program are Controller Berry with 
three votes, Borough Presidents Julius 
Miller of Manhattan and James J. 
Byrne of Brooklyn, with two votes 
each, and Borough President Maurice 
E. Connolly of Queens, with one vote. 

There was no division of the Board 
of Estimate on the question of buses 
at its meeting, the motion for post- 
ponement being carried unanimously. 
The discussion was precipitated —* 
consideration of petitions of several 
small bus companies, now operating 
—* for renewal of temporary fran- 
chises. 


Delaney Asks More Time.

Text of Mayor’s Bill. 


The text of the Mayor's bill, 
was referred to the

“The Commissioner of Plant and 
Structures hereafter shall have sole 
authority to grant and issue all li- 
censes, permits and concessions for 
the erection or maintenance of shops, 
stores, stands, booths or news stands 
or for the eonduct of all business. 

“On ferries, bridges, structures or 
other public places under the control 
of the Department of Plant and Struc- 
tures; 

“Within © the stoop line of buildings 
or under the stairs of elevated railroad 
stations; 

“In parks, parkways, streets, squares 
or public places under the control of 
the Department of Parks; 

“In buildings, structures, boardwalks, 
streets or public places under the con- 
trol of the several Borough Presidents; 

“On piers, wharves, or other public 
places under the control of the De- 
partment of Docks. 

“All the rights, powers and duties of 
the Commissioner of Licenses, the sev- 
eral Park Commissioners, the several 
Borough Presidents and the Commis- 
sioner of Docks in relation to the issu- 
ance and revocation of any of the li- 
censes, permits or concessions speci- 
fied in this local law are hereby trans- 
ferred to the Commissioner of Plant 
and Structures and hereafter shall be 
exercised and performed by ‘the Com- 
missioner of Plant and Structures. 
Such Commissioner shall fix and deter- 
mine the terms and conditions in. rela- 
tion to rent, fees, duration and other- 
wise which shall be made part of each 
such license, permit or concession, not- 
withstanding any provision of the Code 
of Ordinances or of any rule or regu- 
lation of any department or office fix- 
ing different terms and conditions in 
relation thereto. Such Commissioner, 
however, shall not grant any such li- 
cense, permit or concession unless the 
head of the department or office hav- 
ing control of the street, park, build- 
ing, structure, boardwalk, pier or other 
public place shall first certify to such 
Commissioner that the particular place 
or location for which it is proposed to 


grant such a license, permit or conces-

“Tf it pléase the Court, the State de- 
sires to say that we think we have a 
right to propound that question to 
veniremen. I do not think. Mr. Moses 
has the right here before this Court to 
make the statement that defendant is 
not now or never has been a member 
of the Ku Klux Klan. Mr. es is 
not under-oath. He could staken 
in declaring that Mr. No ig not or 
never has been a@ member of the Ku 
Klux Klan. We believe Mr. Moses is 
mistaken in his statement. We believe 
defendant has been a member of the 
Ku Klux Klan.” 


Defense Demands Proof. 


Mr. Moses again interrupted. 

“If you have any witness or wit- 
nesses who will swear to that informa- 
tion under oath here and now on this 
witness stand defense will withdraw 
objections to the question,” he said.

It was stated by the prosecution to- 
night that they would begin the ex- 
amination of witnesses immediately 
upon the opening of court tomorrow 
‘without the usual procedure of an open- 
ing statement. They have three main 
witnesses by whom they expect to 
prove the murder charge and for which 
they will demand the death ty. 
The defense has more than a hundred 
witnesses summoned and if all of them 
are placed on the stand the trial may 
last a week or ten days.

The island is at its closest. point 
about 22 miles from the mainland.

On either side of the jutting 
bit of land the distance varies: from 
23 to around 25 miles. while the Eng- 
lish © el. is a little less than [1 
miles wide where swimmers effect the 
crossing... 

In both places the alternating Uaes 
strike the course roughly at right 
ahgles and though the Channel! iides 
are the swifter this is not deemed a 
material handicap. as in both cascs 
the lateral drift must be accurately 
compensated for in order to make a 
landing at the end of the swim. 

The temperature of the water vir- 
tually is the same. During the Sum- 
mer the Channel registers an average 
of 60 degrees, and observations made 
daily over the Catalina course around 
the end of the year showed a: mini- 
mum of 58 and a maximum of 64 
degrees. 

An advantage enjoyed by Channel 
swimmers over the contenders in to- 
morrow’s test is their liberty to choose 
their own time of departure, instead 
of being obliged to start at a pre- 
scribed hour, as must the latter. 


- Speed a Big Factor.. - 


With the Catalina swim start slated 
for 11 A. M., some of the contenders 
undoubtedly will be fortunate enough 


to find the send-off just suited to the 
pace they can hold and their tidal 
drift will be automatically compen- 
sated for, while others, less fortunate, 
will be off their course on nearing the 
mainland and be forced either to cover 
additional ‘mileage or fight contrary 
tides to reach the goal. 

This unquestionably thrusts the ele- 
ment of chance. or luck, into the con; 
test, yet it isdikely to prove luck which 
will favor the swift, ‘as the fast swim- 
mers will be able to make headway 
against a. moderate adverse tide if nec- 
essary, while the slow swimmers will 
not. 

In fact, speed promises to play. a 
leading réle in the race, even though 
many favor the prospects.of the plug- 
gers. Champions like Norman Ross of 
Chicago, Leo Purcell of San Francisco 
and Miss Ethel Hertle of New York 
can in a given time cover more mileage 
on the same amount of energy than 
the other entrants, which really means 
for them a:triple asset.

He completed this and placed it on 
@ sound financial footing. Gradually. 
he developed it until it became the 
Great Northern. Within a few years 
the panic of 1893 gave the opportunity 
to buy its chief rival, the Northern 
Pacific, at bargain prices. 

The reorganization of the Northern 
Pacific had, however, robbed -it of its 
entrance into Chicago, the Wisconsin 
Central having. been cut off. Un- 
willing to use an independent property 
to obtain entrance into Chicago, Mr. 
Hill obtained control in 1901 of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington’ & Quincy. His ac- 
—— precipitated a struggle with 

Harriman, which became one of 
the most spectacular fights for rail- 
road control that the country ever wit- 
nessed. When Mr. Hill emerged as 
victor he organized the Northern Se- 
curities Company as a holding corpora- 
tion of his properties.

SENATE COMMITTEE © 
DRAFTS POSTAL RATES 


These Will Save Newspapers 
About $7,000,000 Annually by 
Return to 1920 Scale. 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 13 (#).—Draft- 
ing of postali-rates legislation. which 
would materially reduce the Postoffice 
Department’s revenue and effect a sub- 
stantial saving in newspaper ie pore 
ers’ circulation costs, was ordered to- 
day by the Senate Postoffice Com- 
mittee. 

Restoration of the 1920 second-class 
mail rates, which it is estimated would 
save newspapers approximately $7,000,- 
000 a year, and a repeal of the 2-cent 
service charge on parcel post matter 
levied in 1925, were adopted. The elim- 
ination of the service charge, ‘unoffi- 
cial estimates indicated, would cause 
a loss in revenue as high as $18,000,- 
000. : 

The committee rejected a proposal of 
Senator McKellar, Democrat, Tennes- 
see, to fix a special tariff for newspa- 
per bundles, but approved a section 
imposing a flat special handling charge 
of twenty-five cents for parcel post. 

Chairman Mosés announced he would 
endeavor to have the Postal bill made 
a special order of business in the Sen- 
ate, 

The parcel post service charge was 
embodied in the 1925 law to provide an 
incréase in salaries for postal em- 
ployes. The handling charge is a flat 
assessment on a parcel on which the 
sender. desires to receive first-class 
mail service. 

The new rates will be those of 1920 
before a genera] increase in postal 
charges was effected.

Unable to hold-the Soviet ‘Govern- 
ment directly responsible, the British 
are inaugurating a hostile campaign 
against the Soviet Union, it is said 
here, whereof the first step is an at- 
tempt to isolate Russia. This, it is 
believed here, is the explanation of the 
Lithuanian coup d’état and even of 
the suggestions that Germany get 
back some of her colonies—the idea 
being that in return Germany will re- 
main absolutely passive in the event 
of a Russo-Polish conflict.

FRANCE NOT MOTORING; 
GASOLINE PRICE CUT 


American Distributers Hard Hit 
by Laying Up of Cars Due 
to High Living Costs.

PARIS, Jan. 13.—Beeause many 
thousands of Frenchmen temporarily 
gave up the use of automobiles, due 


to the excessive cost of living, Ameri- 
can oil companies doing business ‘in 
this country report a decrease of more 
than 180,000,000 francs in the total 
business done last December as com- 
pared with the same period ‘in 1925. 
So serious has the situation become 
for the American concerns, which do 
80 per cent. of all the gasoline and 
oil business in France, that a general 
decrease of one franc on each five- 
litre can-of gasoline has been an- 
nounced, effective tomorrow. 

It is ho that this unusual drop in 
price will bring a certain percentage 
of motor cars out of their enforced 
retirement, but it is admitted that the 
outlook is not at all bright. Although 
actual figures are lacking, of the total 
of 800,000 motor cars-in France it is 
believed that a very substantial pro- 
portion are now stored in private or 
public garages awaiting improvement 
in the economic situation. 

The gasoline and oil business is re- 
garded as an excellent index\to the 
general economic situation, and the 
problem facing distributers is indi 
tive of the serious difficulties throu 
which the nation is passing since the 
too rapid improvement in the value 
of the franc. 

An interesting aspect of this_particu- 
lar phase of. the problem“is the notite- 
able scarcity of private motor cars in 
the streets of Paris and. the . other 
large cities. Traffic problems, which 
for Paris had become almost unsolv- 
able in the early part of last year, 
have automatically righted themselves 
at least for the moment. This is most 
apparent at the well-known traffic in- 
tersections, where the jam is generally 
s0 great as to stop movement. Now 
traffic flows with comparative ease, 
even at peak hours. The falling off 
amounts to about 50 per cent.

PEKING, Jan. 13.—As ‘was inevita- 
ble, the: situation at Hankow is hav- 
ing due effect elsewhere. There is a 
movement here to’ press the interested 
powers: to surrender control of the 
British, French, Italian and Japanese 
concessions in Tientsin, the aggregate 
value of which is nearly double that 
of the Hankow ‘concessions. 

The official Chinese view is that the 
North is acting fairly to foreigners by 
suppressing Bolshevism and anti-for- 
eign agitation and—except as regards 
Belgium—by recognizing the treaties 
as valid until they are revised by 
agreement. The abrupt methods of) the 
Cantonese at Hankow and Kuikiang 
are highly disapproved, but it. is 
strongly urged that the foreigner has 
@ unique opportunity of doing the 
graceful thing by voluntarily handing 
over the Tientsin concessions, which 


the Peking Government is too con- 
siderate to take by force. 

The argument is’ clinched by the 
point that the North cannot afford 
to lag behind the South in the patriotic 
effort to rehabilitate the State at the 
expense of the foreigner. 

If the British Government surrenders 
at Hankow: it. will have to surrender 
at Tientsin naturally, and at Shang- 
hai also, for it need not be supposed 
that the- politeness. of the’ Northern 
militarists will weigh in the balance 
when their reputation for patriotism 
is at stake. If the foreigners are going 
to be squeezed out of the concessions— 
the foreign property at Shanghai 1s 
supposed to be worth nearly $1,000,000,- 
000—there can be no logical reason for 
retaining any degree of foreign contro! 
over the railways if the Chinese wish 
to have it removed, especially as the 
foreign capital involved is — a pal 
try $150,000,000.

SHANGHAI, Jan. 13.--A strike at 
two British cotton mills has started 
as a result of an accidental misunder- 
standing between the foreign super- 
intendent and Chinese women em- 
ployes, and is only another symptom 
of the general nervousness of labor. 

The effort of agitators to stop the 
tramway service failed, but the in- 
side staff has gone on strike. The 
department store strike mentioned yes- 
terday continues, and the shareholders 
are standing behind the counters sell- 
ing the goods to keen the doors open. 

These sporadic outbreaks are prema- 
ture as the great strike is-not expect- 
ed until the Chinese New Yéar, ‘yet 
they are symptoms which show what 
is to be expected when the plan is 
carried out. The critical temper of 
labor is felt in every industry, but it 
is quite probable that the Communist 
Party may drop their Shanghai ac- 
tivities this year because the continued 
closing of the Hankow foreign banks 
is beginning to affect the economic 
life even of Shanghai as the settle- 
ment date, Feb. 2, approaches. 

The Chinese are naturally anxious 
to possess liquid assets and there are 
many important Shanghai Chinese 
firms associated with Hankow firms 
which keep their money in the Han- 
ow foreign banks. If .these banks 
vemain closed the Hankow Chinese 
‘irms’ banks will be unable to meet 
heir settlements.

which certain Chinese leaders intend 
to follow elsewhere. 

Reports that the Northern Govern- 
ment would follow the course taken 
by the Cantonese at Hankow were re- 
ceived here from Peking a few aayvs 
ago. 

Admiral Clarence S. Williams, com- 
mander of the American Asiatic Fleet, 
arrived here today aboard his flagship 
Pittsburgh, from Manila. Beyond the 
statement that he had received orders 
to. ‘protect American lives and inter- 
-ests in China,’’ he gave no information 
regarding the details of his mission. 

A dispatch from Ichang, about eight 
hundred miles up the Yangtse from 
here, said arrangements had been 
made to evacuate 400.

Bishop and Associates Charge That 
Turks Abandon Christian 
Girls to Moslem Cruelty.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13. — Senator 
King of Utah, one of the strongest op- 
ponents of the proposed Lausanne 
treaty with Turkey pending in the 
Senate, read into the Congressional 
Record today a letter he had written 
accusing the: Rev. Dr. James L. Barton 
of Boston and others of making mis- 
leading statements in 4 telegram re- 
cently sent to Senators asking for. rati- 
fication of the treaty. 

The King speech was a denunciation 
of the treaty and the Kemalist Gov- 
ernment of Turkey. The Senator dis- 


puted the authority of Dr. Barton and 
others to challenge the statements of} 
Bishop William T. Manning of New 
York and associates who have urged 
the Senate not to ratify the treaty. 

The Utah. Senator’s remarks weré 
prompted by two telegrams he recently 
received. The first, signed by Bishop 
Manning, thé Rev. Dr. S. Parkes Cad- 
man and Bishop James Cannon Jr., 
stated there was determined opposition 
to the treaty by the Northern Baptist 
Church, Methodist Episcopal: Church, 
South; the Reformed Church and the 
Bishops of the Episcopal Church. 

“The treaty fails to protect legiti- 
mate American interests and ignores 
our moral obligations.”’ said: the tele- 
gram. ‘It acquiesces in control by 
Turkish Government of remnants of 
our mission schools and in prohibition 
of teaching religion in them and thus 
divests them ,both of their “American 
and missionary character. It con- 
dones wholesale murders by Kemalists, 
since 1919 in Cilescia, Alexandropol, 
Smyrna and Mosul. It abandons un- 
told thousands of Christian girls, now 
in Moslem hands, to their fate.“ 

The second telegram, signed by Dr. 
Barton, Cleveland E. ge, Mrs. 
Frank A. Vanderlip, John R. Mott, 
Mrs. Henry Goddard Leach and Mrs. 
John H. Finley, pleaded for ratifica- 
tion and said that not one of the 
churches mentioned in the Manning- 


“any work in Turkey.” 

“Professional courtesy should. cer- 
tainly permit American institutions re- 
sponsible for large interests to speak 
for themselves,” the Barton telegram 
added. “That we have consistently 
urged ratification is a matter of pub- 
lic record and it is not fair to imply 
that only special commercial interests 
are concerned.” 

In his letter to Dr. Barton Senator 
King wrote: 

“Let me remind you that under the 
pending. treaty the Turks would be 
permitted to establish, without hin- 
drance, schools in the United ‘States 
to convert Christians or Jews to Islam. 

Xou advance the plea of ecclesiasti- 
cal comity, but you certainly do not 
exhibit its features in your arrogant 
demand that your views and pro- 
nbancements be not questioned nor ex-

LONDON, Jan. 13.—What is declared 
to be the only existing: copy of the 
verbatim evidence im the famous Mat- 
teottl trial in Italy last Spring, in which 
Fascism was put on its defense for the 
murder of the Socialist Deputy, has 
been presented to the London 1 of 
Economics.

It comprises a series of bulky, typed 
volumes. These were presented to the 
school by Professor Salvemini, Liberal 
historian and anti-Fascist, a former 
Deputy of the Italian Reformist-So- 
calist Party, Salvemini himself was 
once arrested and imprigoned by the 
Fascists and then banished.

cial situation be such as not to war- 
rant larger outlays on our military 
army.” 

Discussing the strength of the army, 
the committee report said: 

“Much complaint is heard with re- 
spect.to the effect curtailed appfopria- 


| tions have had upon the military .es- 


tablishment. Constantly diminishing | 
appropriations, accompanied by” grad- 
ual diminution through use and de- 
terioration of surplus war stocks, have 
served to eliminate waste and bring 
about economy in administration, but 
undoubtedly the point has been reached 
where’ either we must appropriate 
larger sums or further reduce the size 
of the army.”? “ 

Hxplaining that the army now is 
nearly. 10,000 men short of the number 
supposedly provided for in the last 
appropriation bill, the committee de- 
clared Congress was not responsible. 
The original estimate, it said, was 
insufficient and- in addition subse- 
quent legislation served to drain from 
the appropriation funds intended for 
maintenance of the larger army. 


Bugget Items Juggled. 
Although the bill’s total ts- $736,024 
below the budget estimate, it exceeds 
the budget actually by $2,763,976 by 
reappropriating $3,500,000 made avail- 
able last year. ° 


The measure, which would give the 
War De Ent $11,655,000. more than 
it has for this ‘year,. provides 
112,000 for military activities and t 
remainder for non-military ——* 
including Muscle Shoals, rivers and 
harbors and the Panama Canal.

Brush With Bear While 
Strolling on the Ice. 


+ RACE FOR THE SHIP IS A TIE 


And Dog Averts Abrupt Ending of 
1919 Expedition—500 Dine at 
Waldorf on Reindeer Meat. 


The grand ballroom of the Waldorf 
took on an arctic atmosphere yester- 
day noon when 500 Rotarians dined on|: 
reindeer meat and heard Captain Roald 
Amundsen tell of polar experiences. 
After a brief chronology of his various 
trips both north and south he broke 
off to say that ‘‘no doubt you would 
prefer to hear of a narrow escape’ 
and proceeded to relate one. 

It was’ in 1919 while going through 
the then unexplored Northeast Passage 


that Captain Amundmen fell from the 
ship to the ice. He broke his arm and 
had to wear a sling for six weeks. 
Five weeks and six days elapsed with- 
out incident. 

On the last day of his convalescence, 
he said, he went for a stroll with a 
Samoyed dog which had the biblical 
name of Jacob. The animal's chief 
duty was to discover and immediately 
report on the proximity of polar bears. 
Once on the ice the dog vanished and 
the explorer went on alone. 

Suddenly there was a noise as of a 
large body falling, and the Captain 
looked around hastily. There, as far 
from the gangplank as he was, stood 
a large polar bear and a cub. After 
minutes of mutual staring ‘Captain 
Amundsen started toward the ship. 
The bear did the same, and they met 
at the gangplank. Just as the animal 
was about to terminate the Northeast 
expedition, Jacob, reappearing, saw 
the cub and came out for a friendly 
frolic. The mother immediately rushed 
to her offspring and the explorer 
scrambled aboard the ship. Jacob's 
natfre was praised for some time, al- 
though as a watchdog he was never 
again fully trusted. 

Carl J. and Ralph Lomen,. reindeer 
owners of Nome, Alaska, provided the 
three animals, according to informa- 
tion obtained from the watchful Oscar, 
‘to give each of the 500 men a portion. 
The Rotary Club presented a_ wrist 
watch to Captain Amundsen in honor 
of the occasion. Pirie MacDonald, 
President of the club, acted as Chair- 
man. . 


WILL SEEK TO LOWER 
 GLOBE-CIRCLING MARK 


Editor of Aviation Will Try for 
24-Day Record This Spring 
by Using Airplanes. 





Lester D. Gardner, editor of Aviation, 
told members of the Technology Club, 
17 Gramercy Park, last night of his 
plan to journey around the world in 
twenty-four days, using airplanes for 
practically all of his journey over land, 
sometime \this Spring. The present 
record is a little more than twenty- 
eight days. 

Major Gardner decided on the round- 
the-world trip after flying 21, 000 miles 
over the commercial air routes of 


Europe, Asia-and Africa last Summer. 
The round-the-worid route will be 
west from New York over a passenger 
line which he believes will be opened 
this Spring, across the Pacific to 
Yokohama, by air to Pekin, and from 
there by air to Moscow. From that 
point he will fly on routes that have 
been in use for some time, as far as 
England, from whence he will come by 
steamer to New York. He will be ac- 
companied by Mrs. Gardner. 

It will be only a question of time, he 
said, when it will be possible to. fly 
across the Atlantic and the Pacific in 
passenger planes, and then the trip 
around the world will be made with 
almost inconceivable speed.

be differences of opinion. In all this 
music is a riant spirit that would be 
volatility in a composer of less than 

ch’s greatness, or heaviness in the 
hands of a man of less: vitality, 
workmanship and taste. To preserve 
and balance its characteristics is the 
task. of the interpreter, and not a 
simple one... In the Prelude the sub- 
stantial style of the performance fitted 
well the robust, céremonial quality of 
the music. 

The prelude to the second act of 
“Gwendoline” is so redolent of ‘‘Tris- 
tan” that in places it was as if Mr. 
Mengelberg had proceeded to juxta- 
pose the original and the unconscious 
imitation. The prelude to the first act 
of the \opera has more original and 
wildly dramatic pages. And-yet there 
is an atmosphere of passion, suspense, 
premonition in the passage played } ;, 
last night, which gives it an vnmis- 
takable stamp, and attests to the pro- 
digious capacity of Chabrier for dra- 
matic utterance. Had he lived another 
ten years,. and grown a little further 
way from Wagner’s shadow—as he cer- 
tainly would have done— what might 
he not have accomplished in music 
drama? By sheer virtue of atmos- 
phere, emotion and highly imaginative 
instrumentation. the prelude to the 
second act of “Gwendoline” imprints 
itself upon the memory, if only as 
prophecy of an opera that might have 
been, if only'as an inadequate move- 
ment to a prodigious temperament. 

Mr. Mengelberg* gave an excellent 
performance of the ‘Tristan’’ music, 
particularly the ‘‘Liebestod."’ The 
Fifth. Symphony of Tcheikovsky has 
jong been one of his triumphs. He was 
heartily acclaimed. 


New York Symphony. 


Mr. Klemperer’s program with the 
New York Symphony Society yester- 
day afternoon in Carnegie Hall re- 
peated the Seventh Symphony of Jean 
Sibelius, which Koussevitsky and the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra had pro- 
duced one week earlier for the first 
time in New York, and offered as so- 


loist Walter Gieseking, the distin- 
guished Dutch pianist, who gave an 
exceptionally finished performance of 
the Mozart concerto in C major. The 
other orchestral pieces were the 
Brahms ‘‘Academic’’ Overture, Stra- 
vinsky’s Second Suite and the Dance 
of Salome, from Strauss’s opera. 
Luck: has been a ‘little against Mr. 
Klemperer in his construction of ex- 
ceptionaily interesting programs for 
his concerts. Other conductors have 
taken his thunder from him by playing 
some of his principal items only a little 
in advance of his arrival here. But 
the concert yesterday was of unvsual 
interest and the performances were 


the preceding program. 

This was ‘particularly true of the 
Sibelius symphony. Under Mr. Klem- 
perer’s hands it was possibly more 
heroic in mold than under those of 
Mr. Koussevitsky. Again the audience 
realized the singular individuality of 
this Northern composer. None other 
employs the orchestra as Sibelius in 
his representative works. He has es- 
caped convention so completely and is 
so completely himself that his music 
seems hardly of any technical origin 
and certainly not of any existing 
school, past or present. There are mys- 
terious sonorities, not accomplished, 
as it seems, by any human agency, 
which are akin to the vibrations of 
winds, forests, skies. With all this 
the Seventh Symphony, like the other 
works of Sibelius, becomes with ac- 
quaintance a superb musical structure 
and the creation of a musician who 
did not waste a note in making clear 
his meaning. The Seventh Symphony, 
less formidable than Sibelius’s-Fourth, 
more organi¢ than his Fifth, may yet 
become a current feature of the or- 
chestral repertory. 

Mr. Gieseking was applauded by or- 
chestra as well as audience for his 
finished and wholly delightful playing 
of Mozart. He has the tone, the per- 
fection of detail, the versatility of 
style required by this concerto. He 
had on occasion the legato that Mozart 
desired—as smooth as oil—and the 
sparkle, the rhythm, the delineation of 
phrase not lant in the most rapid pas- 
sages. 

The orchestra struck vigorously: into 
the Brahms ‘‘Academic” overture, in 
which Brahms. is so unacademic, so 
youthful and glowing in spirit. The 
Stravinsky suite is the little Stravin- 
sky, not the genius who startled Eu- 
rope. The Strauss dance served -its 
purpose of entertainment, not so grim 
or macabre as that of the scene to 
which it leads in the opera.

When the Spring of 1927 ‘comes in, 
the young men of America who are 
style-conscious will be wearing two- 
button sack coats of slender line and 
square shoulders. The pockets and 
buttons of the coats will be placed 
higher than heretofore, and waistcoats 
will be single breasted and with longer 
points. As for trousers, the wide-cuff 
species will predominate. So, at any 
rate, it was prophesied yesterday by 
those who design the cl lothes. 

In their joint style forecast report, 
issued at the Waldorf, the committees 
representing the International Associa- 
tion of Clothing Designers and the Na- 
tional Association of Retail Clothiers 
and Furnishers not only predicted 
what the young man wear, but 
agreed that the men of America were 
rapidly developing a desire to be the 

best-dressed men in the world. These 
same men, according to the report, 
have evidenced a wish to acquire large 
and diversified wardrobes, containing 
garments for business, dress and 
sports wear. 

Fancy knickerbockers will be worn 
quite generally next Summer by young 
men, the report continues. The Spring 
topcoat will be single-breasted, with 
loose lines, and it will be forty-six 
inches in length. . The raglan topcoat 

will also come into strong favor and 
will be the same length. 

As for the tuxedo, which has achieved 
“almost universal use for -evening 
wear,’’ it will be cut onthe same line 
as the young men’s sack coats. 

Considering boys’ clothes, the report 
declares that it is ‘“‘an accepted fact 
that boys, especially from the age of 12 
up, are becoming increasingly clothes- 
conscious,’”’ have definite ideas about 
style and are no longer content with 
one suit until it wears out.

MIAMI, Fla., Jan. 13.—Catalan, the 
favorite, won the featured Biscayne 
Handicap at the opening of the third 
annual racing meet of the Miami 
Jockey Club this afternoon. The Bed- 
ford Farm’s colt, carrying top weight 
and suffering the worst kind of racing 
luck, came home a winner to capture 
the stake, which had $5,000 added. A 
colorful crowd of 15,000 cheered the 
stirring effort of Catalan at the finish. 
The winner raced under the wire a 
neck in front of Volante, while Marconi 
was third. 

Eddie Ambrose allowed Catalan to 
take it easy on the backstretch, with 
The Heathen, Marconi and Volante set- 
ting the pace. At the turn Catalan ap- 
peared out of the picture, but making 
the turn into the stretch he came on 
the outside of half a dozen horses with 
a rush and then straightened out. He 
collared Marconi first, but it took all 
he had to get Volante, which looked 
be — fifty yards from the judges’ 

and. 

Royal Sweep, with Dubois in the sad- 
dle, wearing the blue and orange of J. 
McGee, barely was able to nose out 
Midwestern in the fourth race. 

The meeting opened with a Long 
Island victory when. St. Valentine of 
the Edward F. Whitney stables won 
cleverly in a fair field of platers. Black 
Agate captured the second and Hogan’s 
5 had little trouble in winning the 

rd. 

Tractor surprised the field in the 
sixth by winning from Buck and Irish 
Marine. He brought the high price of 
the card, a $2 ticket on him paying 
$16.10. 

Observers reported that wagering fell 
short of the mark set on the opening 
day of last year’s meeting. The mutuel 


machines averaged $16,000 for each race 
today.

Agricultural cooperative associations 
are tauch to the fore-in Washington 
and elsewhére. Many public men be- 
lieve that the only real help which the 
Government can extend to the farmers 
is in ‘the’ form of aiding, financially 
and otherwise, their cooperative socie- 
ties.

Some will fecall” how the epithet 
“ billion-dollar Congress”. was flung at 
the lawniaking body of 1880 when’ it 
passed its appropriations; also Speaker

The “billion-dollar Steel 
Corporation.” is an old story, but the 
current annual reports dre now. for 
the first time presenting billion-dollar 
American banks. 

‘The increase of $162,026,000 in the 
National City Bank's deposits during 
1926 brought the aggregate to $1,083,- 
399,000; its total resources having in- 
creased from $615,519,000 ten years 
ago to $1,304,390,000 at the end of 
1926. Part. of ‘this great addition ‘to 
banking resources occurred with the 
National City, as it has done tn the 
casé of other American banks and of 
certain European’ banks, — ac- 
quisition of other banking institutions. 
That . expedient, indeed, has. been 
carried even further at lofidon.than 
at New. York. This. week's cabled re- 
port of Barclay’s Bank of London 
states its deposits at a figure. $466,- 
000,000 greater than the National 
City’s, andthe Midland Bank of Lon- 
a6n will “undoubtedly make a’ still 
larger-showing. But in the case of the 
Américan. banks the recent pace of 
increase “has far outstripped that of 
the London institutions,.and it is much 
more indicative of increasing individual 
wealth. and expanding trade,

+ KEEPING BASEBALL CLEAN. | 

If Commissioner LANpIs had been 
trying in ‘a court of justice the case 
of -RISBERG ‘and GaNnbiIL. against the 
American League, baseball players, he 
‘would have had to find for the defen- 
dants. The plaintiffs had been cast 
out -of -baseball for crooked playing, 
an< their charges, denied by the de- 
fendants, were without’ corroboration. 
Professional baseball has -at times 
‘been under ‘suspicion and it has had 
its black sheep, probably will con- 
tinue to have them, . but it is always 
entitled to its-day ‘in the Commis- 
sidner’s court when the honesty of 
players is called in question. His 
decision should not: be lightly chal- 
lenged. Nevertheless, it is not pleas-., 
ant reading to the baseball public that 
Chicago players raised nearly $1,000 
to be paid to Detroit players for hav- 
ing won games from the Boston team 
toward the .end of the season, wheh 
the race for the pennant was close. 
That they did so was the finding of 
Commissioner LANDIS. In the state- 
ment he gave to the press he said: 

If the Gandil-Risberg. version be 
correct, it was an act of criminality. 
If the other version be true; it was 
an act of impropriety, reprehensible 
and censurable. 

_ The Commissioner, therefore, views 
the payment of monéy to Detroit play- 
ers for what they had done in beating 
the Boston team as a.reward, gratu- 
ity, bonus or tip from the Chicago 
players, straining to win the pennant, 
Nothing seems to have been known 
in advance about the windfall. “ Evil 
“eommunications corrupt good man- 
“ners.” The Commissioner regards the 
generosity of the Chicago players as 
improper, not evil. Had they ap- 
proached the Detroit players and of- 
fered them money to beat Boston, 
though it was their duty to do it if 
they could, the business would have 
been tainted. Still, if gifts for win- 
ning games were frequent, it would 
soon be hard to resist the temptation 
to resort to bribery before the games 
were played. The remuneration of 
baseball players for behaving..on all 
occasions like sportsmen and doing 
their best on the field is handsome. 

It was high. time for Commissioner 
‘Lannis to restrict players to the work 
they are paid for and to forbid prac- 
tices of a. dubious character. He pro- 
poses that a player who “rewards” 
another shall be suspended for a year, 
that there shall be the same penalty 
for betting on a game in which the 
player has no. part, and that a bet on 
a game by a player in it shall render 
him permanently ineligible. Excellent, 
and under Lanois the penalties would 
doubtless be imposed! Also, the Com- 
missioner wants tu establish a limit of 
time onthe investigation of “scan- 
‘dals.”.-For the sake of a fine game 
that almost uniformly is honestly 
played, there should be a “statute of 
limitations.” 


ETHICS AND MATTRESSES, 

Should advertisers be allowed to ex- 
aggerate just a little? In its attempt 
to keep one of them within bounds, 
the Federal Trade Commission has 
run afoul of the courts. The issue 
arose inthe case of a complaint 
against a well-known mattress maker 
who uses a trade-mark designed to 
impress restless sleepers with the de- 
lightful resiliency of his product. ‘The 
device shows the mattress ripped open 
at_one end so as to disclose layers 
of cotton felt flaring out, soft and 
appealing, in such a way as to convey 
the impression that. when properly 
compressed they would afford the tired 
business man an opportunity to sink 
into a dreamless sleep. 

The: commission held that -the pur- 
chaser would get from this moving 
representation .a grossly exaggerated 
notion of his prospective felicity. The 
pictures indicate.an expansion viainly 
beyond the bounds of realism. As a 
matter of precise truth, “the filling

did before for the gentleman farmer. 
In behalf of the late Recinatp C. Van- 
DERBILT. it: was claimed that his farm 
at Sandy. Point had been conducted 
at a loss of some $90,000 in three years, 
which loss ought to be deducted from 
yhis gross income for taxation purposes, 
But the Board of Appeals held that 
such a farm was not ‘‘a business con- 
ducted for profit.” That seems sensible 
enough as a matter of fact in view of 
the big yearly deficits, but as a mat- 
fer of law it bears hard on the in- 
come-tax payer. 

Perhaps‘ in this incident we find an 
added reason why former Governor 
Lowben of Illinois has so keen a sym- 
pathy forthe downtrodden. farmer. He 
himself is-a gentleman farmer, tor⸗ 
tunately with means large enough ‘to 
wear that title without going bank- 
rupt. For all we know, his farms may 
‘pe run for profit, whether any is made 
or. not, but it would be hard to. con- 
vince the tax authorities that -they 
are. Perhaps if Farmer Lowpren could 
show large callouses on his hands and 
complain of rheumatism got by bend- 
ing over his plow handles, he might be 
allowed to deduct from his income tax 
any losges that he may have incurred 
as an agriculturist. 

Another reason why the Vanderbilt 
deduction was not allowed was that 
his ‘occupation was not exclusively 
tha* of farming. He had an: office in 
New York. It. was in evidence also 
that he frequently “bought and sold 
considerable volumes of securities.”

Canadian has from 20,000 to 

25,000 students, but 
— no buildings and

National Guard of Nicaragua, organ- 
ized and trained by Major Carter, 
U: S. A., is a well-drilled and équipped 
force; but they were needed more 
urgently in other parts rather than to 
guard the Palacio, and so these wild 
and woolly gents. from the reniote 
mountain regions slouched around the 
corners mentioned, As picturesque a 
group of concentrated inefficiency pos- 
sessed with authority as you can pos- 
sibly picture. On this job each little 
brigand probably .earned 6 or 7 
cents. a day; in Hollywood, Cal., they 
would have: been in steady demand, in 
that same attire and with that same

sponsibility; and they would have 
pulled down $5. a day each. 

“The reason for these soldiers being 
placed ‘to guard the entrance of the 
Palacio and its assembly hall was ex- 
plained to me by a Liberal; and. being 
such, ‘it is perhaps reasonable to be- 
lieve his opinions slightly biased on 
this particular topic. He explained 
that, everything having been so nicely 
arranged and adjusted, Conservatively 
speaking, it remained. only to do some 
little fixing in the personnel of the 
Congress to make it a smooth-running, 
nonskidding machine. Each member 
of Congress has an alternate appointed 
to take his place should the regular 
member for any reason be detained 
from taking his seat. If a member 
happens to be in full accord and sym- 
pathy with the present powers that be, 
well and good. If not, and his alter- 
nate is in full accord—why, it naturally 
follows that if the regular member 
can be ‘detained’ from taking his seat 
it is only good business management 
to .see that this is done; certainly a 
fine little system, -simple and direct, 
a matter of right and justice—if you 
look at it from the right angle.

Fourth-Offense Penalties Held to Be 
Unnecessarily Severe. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read a good deal of the dis- 
cussion that has taken place concern- 
ing the Baumes laws—or that particu- 
lar law which declares a person con- 
victed of a fourth offense to be a 
habitual criminal, punishable with life 
imprisonment. Those who uphold this 
law seem to regard it fror only two 
points of view—namely, its’ purpose 
(which; after all, is the usual purpose 
of preventing crime) and its efficiency 
in accomplishing that purpose. The 
question as to-the justicc ot the law 
seems to enter very little into the dis- 
cussion. It seems to be the tendency 
in legislation these days to take it for 
granted that the end justifies the 
means, so that justice is left to take 
care vf itself. ; 

Justice is emblematicaily pictur« as 
blindfolded, but holding the scales in 
her hand evenly. The blindfold means, 
l presume, that she is no. respecter of 
persons. i am not sure but that she 
has a sword also.

13 ILL FROM COAL GAS. 


Woman Sounds Alarm in Bronx 
Building and Tenants Are Rescued. 

Thirteen persons were made ill early 
yesterday morning by coal gas fumes 
which penetrated from the basement 
to ‘the top floor of the six-story 
apartment house at 1,960 Davidson 
Avenue, the Bronx.

The 
police roused the occupants of the ad- 
joining apartment, got into the Wolf 
‘apartment by the fire escape and 
brought out Mrs. Wolfe, who was al- 
most.unconscious. . ;

vance in. medjcine since insulin, 
develo xt ge oe — treat- 
ment, ro Small, chief 
bacterio! ogist * — * institution, 
has been received: with profound in- 
terest in medical circles. 

“The Director of Health,” says. Dr. 
Krusen, ‘“announces the discovery of 
a.serum for the treatment of acute 
rheumatic fever, commonly known as 
rheumatism, In making this report 

blic, we wisn to emphasize that it 

the result of a preliminary study of 
acute Phduteatio. fever, in which the 
specific. organism of this disease has 
been isolated from the blood of pa- 
tients. Using this organism, an anti- 
toxin has been developed which so 
far has given very encouraging results 
in the treatment of rheumatic fever, 
with the possibilities of —— per- 
fection for' general distribu 

“We are making only micdent ‘claims 
as to the value of this new serum, be- 
cause it is still in the experimental 
stage, and too small a number of cures 
has been effeqted to evaluate properly 
its ultimate efficacy. We do not wish 
to arouse undue hopes in the minds of 
sufferers from acute rheumatic fever 
with the announcement of this report, 
realizing that there wij} be many. dis- 
putes in the medical fession, both 
pro and con, as to the real merits of 
this discovery. : 

‘‘We wish to state further that this 
serum requires. confirmation through 


its more extensive application as a 


remedy for’ acute rheumatic fever. 
Should -confirmation be.made that Dr. 
Small has isolated and identified the 
specific cause of this disease, and has 
prepared a serum for its cure, we will 
then have achieved a success rivaling 
no less a discovery ‘than that of in- 
sulin for the treatment of diabetes. 

“Pending subsequent investigation, 
we must be content with the fact that 
this is a discovery, unconfirmed as yet 
by others, but one which has possi- 
bilities.” 

A scientific announcement of the 
finding, Dr. Krusen added, will be 
made in The American Journal of 
Medical Science. In a notice headed 
“the most important advance in medi- 
cine since insulin,” the publishers of 
that journal discuss the discovery, in 
part, as follows:

Hope immediately 
arises, however, that its application in 
the first attack, especially in child- 
hood, will do much in preventing heart 
disease. It is possible that the progres- 
siveness of established heart disease 
may be terminated and reasonable to 
hope that the removal ‘of the toxic ele- 
ment will permit more efficient func- 


tioning, even in mechanically damaged 
hearts.”

HARRIS PROTESTS MILK BILL. 


Wires Ten Senators Asking Fight 
on Lenroot Measure. 

Dr. Louis I. Harris, Health Commis- 
sioner, sent telegramag to ten Senators 
last night urging them to. prevent .the 
passage of the Lenroot bill, H. R. 

11768, enacted by the lower 
branch of Congress. He said the bill 
as drawn would prohibit the importa- 
tion of milk from Canada and cause 
a milk famine in New York City and 
other municipalities in New York 
State and New England. 

Dr. Harris predicted that the enact- 
ment of the present bill would increase 
the price of Grade B milk here from 
ten cents a quart to twenty or Cwenty- 
two cents,or even higher, 

“Am alarmed by report Senate is 
about to.act on.Lenroot bill,’’ said Dr. 
Harris in his telegram. “Bill would 
cause milk famine and great suffering 
in New York City and New England 
municipalities because it would shut 
out Canadian milk and ‘available 
American sources could not supply de- 
mand. Appeal to you to prevent such 
grave threat to our cities. Permits 
granted foreign shippers by States or 
municipal‘es should be allowed and be 
mandatory and non-revocable except 
for proven cause,”’

York; Senator William H. King, Utah;

Head of Engineering Works Was 
Originator of Cold Stor- 


age Systems. 


LONDON, Jan. 13 (4.-—Sir Alfred 
Haslam, originator of cold storage 
systems, died today. He was 84 years 
old. 


Sir. Alfred founded the Haslam En- 
gineering Works at Derby, England, 
in 1868. He was the inventor, manu- 
factyrer and the: first to fit up Has- 
lam’s patent refrigerating plant in the 
Colonies and to place the machinery 
and cold storage chambers on board 
ship and on shore. thus establishing 
an important business in the conveying 
of perishable food from the Colonies 
to Great Britain. He was Mayor of 
Derby ‘for one vr and Mayor ‘of 
Newcastle-under-Lyme for four years, 
representing the latter city in Parlia- 
ment’as a Liberal-Unionist : from ’1900 
to 1906. He gave to the nation statues 
of Queen Victoria erected in London, 
Newcastle and Derby. He was knighted 
-in 1891.' He married Annie Tatam ‘of 
Derby.

In 
particular he urged the advertisers to 
tell the truth and to try to think up 
means to make people talk of cars in 
drawing rooms and clubs.

Witness Says He. “Suspected 
His Superiors, ‘So Delayed 
Reporting Bribe Offer. 





NAMES A FELLOW:MEMBER 





He Testifies That Commander of 
Boat Asked Him to Join in Letting. 
Liquor Runners Get to Shore. 





Not all the;Coast Guard commanders 
and crews operating out of the New 
London base in 1925 were working with 
the rum-runners, but it was not al- 
ways possible to tell who was who, ac- 
cording to testimony given yesterday 
at the continuation of the Costello- 
Kelly rum ring trial. before United 
States Judge Winslow in the Federal 
Building. Frank and Edward Costello, 
Frank and Edward Kelly and thirteen 
others are on trial for conspiracy to 
violate the prohibition law and bribery 
of the Coast Guards. 

Martin T. Moran, one of the few wit- 
nesses put on the stand by the Gov- 


ernment, who apparently is not now 
an undercover agent for A. Bruce 
Bielaski, testified that he was in the 
Coast Guard in 1925 and that while he 
was in command of the Coast Guard 
boat 188, hé had been approached with 
a view to his working with the alleged 
rum-running ring. The man who ap- 
proached him, he said, was Frank J. 
Stuart, commander of another boat. 


Stuart has testified already, having | 


pleaded guilty o the indietment 
against him. He admitted he had ac- 
cepted $2,000 from Philip Coffey, a de- 
fendant. Moran said Stuart suggest 
that he join in the plan of accepting 
money from the rum-runners to let 
fishing boats run in from Rum Row 
and that he declined the offer. 

On direct examination, Moran said 
that he had reported the offer to his 
superior officers. On cross-examina- 
tion by Nathan Burkan for the de- 
fense, Moran admitted he had not re- 
ported the matter at once. When he 

was asked why he had delayed, he 
said he had feared that his superiors 
might also be gpvolved with the rum 
ring. 

No attempt was made yesterday to 
go further into the allegation that one 
of the defendants had told Samuel D. 
Briggs, Coast Guard executive officer 
at tke New London base, that General 
Lincoln C. Andrews, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, was in a scheme 
with the ring whereby he was to profit 
to the extent of $2,000 a week through 
cargoes landed from the Athena. No 
reference was. made: to the conversa- 
tion between Coffey and Briggs in the 
testimony yesterday. Briggs was on 
the stand for a little while and, an- 
swering questions by Mr. Burkan, de-

CAN’T SEIZE PRESCRIPTIONS. 


Dry. Agents’ Raids on Druggists Is 
IlNegal, Federal Court Holds. 
United States Judge Knox handed 
dewn a decision yesterday that may 
have a broad effect on the operations 
of dry agents in examining druggists’ 
prescription records. The Court ruled 
that the dry agents may not take 
away. the prescriptions and records 

for the purpose of examination. 

Judge Knox ordered the return of 
thousands of prescriptions to druggists 
from whom they had been taken. The 
druggists involved are Benedict L. 
Lurie of 1,045 St. Nicholas Avenue, 
Julius Nelson of 4,159 Broadway, and 
Henry Shugall of 318 Ditmars Ave- 
nue, Astoria. 

The prescriptions and record books 
were alleged to have been seized, with- 
out the consent of the owners, and 
without search warrants or subpoenas. 
The seizures were made by Ernest 
Rupper, prohibition agent, working 
with James J. Donovan and James J. 
Cronin, other agents, in a case in 
which Assistant Attorney John J. 
Fogarty was the prosecutor. The seiz- 
ures were made June 25, 1926, and 
from Nelson’s place 4,861 prescriptions 
were taken; from: Lurie’s place 1,416, 
and from Shugall’s place more than 
300. :

Constitutional Rights. 








SAYS HE CAN'T BE BARRED

Declares He Must Be Admitted Be- 
fore Inquiry and Is Sure to 
Meet All Scrutiny.

CHICAGO, Jan. 13.—Colonel Frank 


ed |L. Smith will go to Washington Mon- 


day to claim what he says is his *‘con- 
stitutional right’—a seat in the United 
States Senate. . 

In a typewritten statement issued 
during a visit to Chicago today the 
Senator-designate' says the Senate 
cannot exclude him, but must seat him 
before it can even begin an inquiry 
into his qualifications. This is the first 
public expression from him since the 
efforts to bar him took definite form. 

The statement in part says: 

“The unchallenged and incontestable 
facts of the situation are these: 

“There is a vacancy in the office of 
United States Senator from Illinois. 
The vacancy has been filled in the 
manner prescribed by law. I have the 
honor to hold credentials for succession 
to that vacancy. My credentials are 
in due form and are not predicated 
upon any primary or election, but are 
by virtue of the constitutional author- 
ity vested in the Governor of a sover- 
eign State. 

“The Federal Constitution guaran- 
tees and the precedents of 140 years 
affirm my right in these circumstances 
to a seat in the United States Senate 
prior to any examimation of my quali-: 
fications. This right is absolute and 
unconditional. 

“Pursuant to the imperative obliga- 
tion thus imposed upon me, I ‘shall 
present my credentials as ‘United 
States Senator-designate, by appoint- 
ment of the Governor of Illinois, to 
fill the vacancy now existing. ‘ 

“Subsequent to taking the oath I 
shall conform to whatever inquiry 
procedure is prescribed by the usiial 
practice of the Senate in such cases, 
asking only a full and impartial hear- 
ing. I shall do this confident that I 
will measure up to every requirement 
of the office to which I have been 
both appointed and elected. * * * 

“In saying allethis I am not unmind- 
ful of political conditions that appear 
to exist in Washington—conditions so 
extreme.as to be almost unbelievable. 

“They have been reflected in ad- 
dresses upon the floor of the United 
States Senate. Their authors, taking 
advantage of the time and place, ap- 
parently gloried in the thought that 
the one assailed wa: to be deprived of 
constitutional rights and of opportunity 
to defend them. These incidents por- 
tend an assault upon constitutional 
rights and State sovereignty that is of 
grave and fundamental import. 

“The question is whether the Staté 
of Illinois shall be denied a sovereign 
right established by the law of the 
land. The question is whether the 
United States Senate, acting as a 
court, shall decide arbitrarily, and 
without adequate hearing. The ques- 


tion is whether ~ caprice, personal 
enemies or. political motives shall set 
aside the supreme _ constitutional 


rights of- a citizen and a sovereign 
State. 

“These questions can be adequately 
resolved only in one place, and that 
is upon the floor of the United States 
Senate. My purpose and my only pur- 
pose, in going there at this time is 
to uphold the dignity and sovereign 
rights of my State, and I approach 
tie task undiscouraged and conscien- 
tiously unefraid.”

Accused of using slugs instead of 
nickels in subway turnstiles, Fred- 
erick Brown, 63 years old, a retired 
merchant and father of ten children, 
who owns the house in which he lives 
at 748 Beck Street, the Bronx, was 
found guilty in Special Sessions Court 
of the Bronx yesterday and fined $25.

WEALTH NEGLECTED 
BY WOMAN RECLUSE! 


Attorney Reports That Returns 
on Much. of $1,158,759 
, Were Not Collected. 








SOME STOCKS NOT FOUND 





Mrs. Mossman. Also Left Bank 
Accounts of $194,711 and Mort- 
gages of $66,787 to Son. 





The estate of a woman who had 
$1,158,759 in. securities, $194,711 in bank 
accounts and $66,787 in mortgages, but 
who had lived the life. of a .recluse 
and invalid so lohg that she had no 


only $25 worth of clothing, was ap- 
praised yegterday by Deputy Tax Com- 
missioner Maurice J. Stephenson. She 
was Mrs. Evelyn A. Mossman, a wid- 
ow, who died at the Hotel Hargra - 
in West ‘Jeventy-second. Street on 
Nov. 19, 1925. 


Mrs. Mossman’s securities were so 
widely scattered and so neglected that 
many stocks had been called’ in long 
before her death and dividends on 
them had ceased. Many bonds had 
unclipped coupons which had matured 
far back. An affidavit filed by the 
attorneys who had charge of rounding 
up her property showed that it 
required six months to assemble the 
various items. 

The will left her entire estate to her 
son, John Malcolm Mossman of the 
Hotel Hargrave, who will receive $1,- 
350,823. Mrs. Mossman had debts of 
only $1,951, mostly for medical attend- 
ance and nursing. 

Elmer E. Wigg, of counsel for the 
estate, said in an. affidavit in support 
of an allowance of $35,000 for attor- 
neys’ fees, that Mrs. Mossman’s af- 
fairs were “in a deplorable condition.” 
He told of the uncolleeted interest on 
bonds, of preferred stock retired but 
not turned in to the company by the 
owner, and cited instances of Standard 
Oil securities in which new stock had 
been issued for old and dividends with- 
held because of her failure to ex- 
change her stock. 

The attorney said that even after a 
long search . for securities it was 


that many of_her gecurities had not 
been found. -A number of banks with 
which she had dealt were then enlisted 
in the search and some of the missing 
shares were found in this way. 

The affidavits said that some stocks 
have not been found, but that Mrs. 
Mossman is recorded as a stockholder 
on the books of these companies and 
proceedings are being taken for the 
issuance of new certificates to the es- 
tate on the ground that the shares 
have been lost. 


COUNT SALM’S SUIT 
NEARING A SETTLEMENT 


Court Delays Trial as Negotiations

While no definite settlement has 
been reached yet by which Count Lud- 
wig Salm von Hoogstraeten would drop 
his suit for separation from his wife, 
the former Millicent Rogers, and cus- 
tody of their son, Peter, negotiations 
are still going forward.

CHILDREN FLEE IN SAFETY 





Climb Rooftops With Infant Brother 
—Firemen Swinging From. Windows 
Cheered for Daring Rescues.

Arnold Daly, internationally famous 
at the height of his career as one of 
the finest actors produced in America, 
lost his life yesterday morning in a 
fire in his apartment at 28 West Fifty- 
first Street. 

A dozen other persons, some — 
when the fire started, narrowly es- 
caped death .as the flames swept 
through ‘the remodeled five-story 
brownstone apartment and business 
building, which has a restaurant on 
the first floor and a dresamaking shop 
on the second. _ 

Some persons were daringly rescued 
by firemen swinging from window to 
window, while the fire beat on them 
from behind. A little boy and girl 
trapped on the top floor rescued them- 
selves and their 18-month-old brother 
by clambering over neighboring roofs 
and along a narrow coping while their 
mother was fighting her way into the 
apartment to find them. Three fire- 
men were injured. 

The fire apparently atuirted aes cans 
of rubbish beneath the first floor stair- 
way, shot up to the top story, then 
mushroomed down and worked its 
worst damage on the three top floors. 

Body Found Near, Window. 


Mr. Daly’s death had an added ele- 
ment of tragedy in the fact that his 
body. was found within five feet of a 
window opening .on to an extension 
roof, over’ which he could have es- 
caped with ease. 

When firemen got to Mr. Daly’s 
apartment, -groping their way up the 
winding stairway and. subduing the 
flames ahead of them.with streams of 
water, they found his door open. He 
was seated in pajamas and‘ bathrobe 
im a chair beside his writing table, 
close to the window. Although his 
body. was. burned there was no sign 
of struggle or of suffering. Firemen 
believed he had been awakened by the 
roar of the flames or. the cries of 
others in the building, had opened the 
deor and had been swept back by the 
rush of flame and smoke and had 
groped his way toward the window. 

Mr. Daly’s apartment was at the rear 
of the house and consisted of a sitting 
a bedroom and a bath. The 
front apartment on the same floor was 
occupied: by Miss Violet DeLong and 
Miss Isabelle Cohen, actresses. On 
Wednesday night Mr. Daly had dinner 
with the two young women in -their 
apartment and later went to a studio 
party in Greenwich Village with them 
as guests of a man whose identity the 
young women declined to make known 
yesterday. On their way to the party 
they stopped for Miss Frances Cook, 
also an actress, at 136 Hast Forty- 
eighth Street. .

closed today by order of E. M. Porter; 
State Bank Examiner, who was called

Jay as Chairman has been appointed 
by the Federal Reserve Board and Mr.. 
Young will officiate until a new Chair- 
man is selected. W. Randolph Bur- 
gess, Assistant Federal Reserve Agent, 
is acting as Federal Reserve Agent.

“Thereupon,” Mr. Young’s letter con- 
tinues, “the Federal Reserve Board, 
with the concurrence of the Secretary 
of the Treasury (Chairman of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board), requested me to 
resign as a Class B director of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York 
in order that they might appoint me a 


‘Class C director with the designation 
Deputy Chairman. That request was 
concurred in by the Board of Direc- 
tors and by the exeuutive officers of 
the bank. ; 

“Under such circumstances it seemed 
to me that I was serving the Federal 
Reserve system and the New York 
bank best, and therefore serving the 
banks which nominated and elected 
me best, by acquiescing in the request. 
Accordingly, I wish to advise you that 
Iwill present my resignation as a 
Class B director on Jan. 13.” 

Mr. Young’s appointment as Class C 
director will run three years. As pre- 
siding officer of the Board of Directors 
he will occupy one of the most im- 
portant financial posts in New York. 
After the adoption of the Dawes plan 
he was elected unanimously by the 
allied Governments as general agent 
for reparations and served as such 
during the period when the work of 
that office was being organized. Be- 
sides being Chairman of General Elec- 
tric, he is Chairman of the board of 
the Radio Corporation of America, and 
a director of the General Motors Cor- 
poration and many other corporations.

DULUTH LINE IS PRAISED 


Green Bay and Western Also Is 


Commended by Judge Gary, 
Who Makes Presentations. 


Gold, silver and bronze medals of- 
fered each year by Mrs. E. H. Harri- 
man to the railroads of the country 
-accomplishing the greatest results in 
accident prevention were presented 
yesterday by Judge Elbert H. Gary, 
Chairman of the United States Steel 
Corporation, acting as Vice President 
of the American Museum of Safety, to 
the Union Pacific System, the Duluth, 


Missabe & Northern Railway Com-. 


pany and the Green Bay & Western 
Lines. The presentation was made at a 
luncheon at the Hotel Biltmore and 
were for safety recotds for 1925. 
Arthur Williams, President of the 
Museum of Safety, gave some statis- 
tics on railroad accidents since 1913. 


He said that the number of passengers 
killed had decreased from 360 in 1913 
to 171 in 1925, that the number of pas- 
sengers injured had been reduced 
from 15,130 in 1918 to 4,952 in 1925 and 
that the number of employes killed in 
1913 was 3,715 as against 1,594 in 1925. 
The number of employes injured in 
1913 was 171,417 and in 1925 as 118,874. 
The railroads, he.said, were taking 
every possible precaution t ac- 
cident and’ referred to the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad, which, he said, was ex- 
pending $8,000,900 for a single safety 
device. 

Judge Gary said that it had been his 
experience in industry that money 
spent in accident prevention had been 
returned over and over again. In pre- 
senting the gold medal for Class A 
railways to C. R. Gray, President of 
the Union Pacific System, Judge Gary 
said that the opportunity to save one 
life was a privilege that came to com- 
paratively few men. ‘The safety work 
of the Union Pacific System,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘in the last four years alone 
has resulted definitely in saving 2,881 
employes from death or most serious 
injury. The road’s record now shows 
only one accidental injury to an em- 
ploye for every quarter million hours 
of work, and it has made travel on its 
lines so ren pone rer a single passen- 
ger was an ere on the t 
during 1925.’’ * we 

Mr. Gray in accepting the. medal for 
his road, said that it was a disciplin- 
ary matter if a man did not observe 
the rules of safety. ° 

W. A. McGonigle, President of th 
Duluth, Missabe & Northern Railway 
Company, whose road has operated 
for three years without a single fatal- 
ity and ‘‘without the loss of an arm, 
foot, leg or eye to either passenger or 
-employe,” accepted the silver medal

KING SOLOMON AS BUILDER. 


Painting by Unknown Artist 
Filled With Masonic Symbols. 

The Fearon Galleries placed on ex- 
hibition yesterday a unique painting of 
King Solomon: building his temple. 
From the style and condition of preser- 
vation, it is attributed to an ‘Italian 
artist of the early seventeenth cen- 
tury, but the artist is unknown. 

Three great temples are shown in 
process of building, the scaffolding up 
and hundreds. of workmen cutting 
slabs of stone, mixing miortar, carry- 
ing the building blocks and hoisting 
them up to the buildings. From edge 
to edge the painting, whose dimensions 
are 40 by 50 inches, is filled with the 
symbols of Masonry. Scores of details 
have significance only to Masons. 

The painting was brought to this 
country by Karl Loevenich, who ob- 
tained it in Germany. It was- owned 
by the Darmstadt Museum, but. sold 
by it after the war, in 1918. The au- 
thorities of the museum were under 
the impression that it was a painting 
of the Tower of Babel, so was the 
dealer from whom Mr. Loevenich 
bought it. 

King Solomon is in personal charge 
of the work. He stands with one be- 
jeweled foot on.a block of stone, giv- 
ing directions with one uplifted hand. 
His coronet is a masterpiece of Italian 
goldsmithing. 

Solomon is directing three degrees of 
workmen. Just behind him is a 
priestly’ figure said to have more Ma- 
sonic importance than the King. him- 
self. The arr ement of windows, 
the different employments of the vari- 
ous. figures and nearly every point 
about the painting are fraught with 
esoteric messages. 

Mr. Loevenich said that he had been 
unable to find any picture of the same 
type in existence. 

“T- have caused Masonic literature 
and the art ‘catalogues to be ran- 
sacked,’’ he said, ‘in order to obtain 
further light on the painting, but there 
is. nothing else like it in existence. It 
was painted by an artist who was 
high in Masonry. The artist was a 
master of the brush, but we can’t lay 
our finger on: anything ,that would 
identify him: ; : 

‘“‘Much of the Masonry is perfectly 
platy tome. Other things are puzzling, 

ut have their meaning for men fur- 
ther advanced in Masonry than I am.”
